Claim 6 (Currently Amended) Ned eThe neck support according to claim 1, 
diaiactcrizcd in that irhfHjL^^" head cushion (6>-consists of a pyR-polyurethane material 
foamed onto a frame-(33). 



Claim 7 (Cancelled) 
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Remarks/ Arguments 

Favorable reconsideration of this Application, as presently amended and in Ught of 
the following discussion, is respectfully requested. 

This Amendment is in response to the Office Action mailed on April 30, 2004. Claim 
7 has been cancelled. Claims 1-6 are pending and stand rejected in the Application. 
However, Claims 1-6 would be allowable if amended to correct the outstanding rejections 
under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph. The indication of allowable subject matter is noted 
with appreciation. Claims 1-6 are amended by the present Amendment. 

The drawings are objected to under 37 C.F.R. §1.83(a) for assertedly lacking a feature 
of the invention specified in the claims. This objection has been rendered moot by the 

cancellation of Claim 7. 

Claims 1-6 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. §112, second paragraph. Applicants submit 
that the amendments to Claims 1-6 enclosed herein have overcome these rejections under 35 
U.S.C. §112 and respectfully request their withdrawal. It is believed that all pending claims 
are definite and no further rejection on that basis is anticipated. If, however, the Examiner 
disagrees, the Examiner is invited to telephone the undersigned who will be happy to work 
with the Examiner in a joint effort to derive mutually acceptable language. 

Consequently, in view of the present amendment, no further issues are believed to be 
outstanding in the present application, and the present application is believed to be in 
condition for formal Allowance. A Notice of Allowance for Claims 1-6 is earnestly solicited. 
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Should the Examiner deem that any further action is necessary to place this 
application in even better form for allowance, the Examiner is encouraged to contact 
Applicants' undersigned representatives at the below listed telephone number.
